Firefigthers 
From S.M. On 
‘Strike Team’ 

Sierra Madre foothills have 
been spared from the recent 
rash of severe brush fires 
that lias been raking all of 
Southern California over the 
past couple of weeks and 
strict enforcement of the 
“closure” is being carried 
out. 

Shortly after the start cf 
fires in nearby mountains. 
Sierra Madre Fire Chief 
Leonard Hall, with the co¬ 
operation of the U.S. Forest 
Service decided a complete 
closure of Chantry Flats 
Road would be judicious, in 
order to limit the chance of 
a fire from this point would 
help relieve pressure in all 
the fire services. 

It was pointed out that 
firemen from Sierra Madre 
and its mutual aid cities 
were being sent, with fire¬ 
fighting equipment to aid 
other areas hard-pressed by 
the fire’s onslaught and little 
firefighting manpower was 
being left to protect the 
homefront. 

Sierra Madre volunteers 
were rushed to the Mount 
Wilson fire, and later crews 
were sent to aid the City of 
Monrovia in its brush fire, 
also to Hacienda Heights 
and to Santa Barbara, and 
diverted to the Ojai fire to 
help out. 

Local firefighters were as¬ 
signed to a "strike team” 
consisting of five engines 
and are normally responded 
to protect structures in an 
area threatened by a brush 
fire. Locally it normally con¬ 
sists of engines from Mon¬ 
rovia, Arcadia, El Monte. 
Sierra Madre, and Covina. 

Chief Hall points out that 
the fire danger remains 
ever-present In our hills, ai 
least until the first substan¬ 
tial rain, and he has re¬ 
quested the Fire Prevention 
Bureau and the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Police Department to 
immediately cite any one 
entering the brush ar e a 
without written permission. 

Entry permits can be ob¬ 
tained, when conditions war¬ 
rant at the Police Dispatch 
desk, or information may be 
obtained there as to the 
rules governing brush area, 
closure. 

Everyone’s cooperation is 
sorely needed to protect the 
homes above Sierra Madre 
from the same dangers that 
is plaguing our sister foot¬ 
hill cities.

George R. Reilly, member, 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that California 
gasoline distribution plunged 
in July for the second con¬ 
secutive month. 

Reilly reported that July 
totals of 948,144,868 gallons 
were almost 73.6 million gal¬ 
lons below July 1978 figures, 
and almost 2.3 million gal¬ 
lons lower than June 1979. 
The year-to-year drop in 
July was 7.2 per cent — very 
close to the 7.3 per cent de¬ 
crease in June which was 
Ihe second greatest year-to- 
year decline ever recorded. 
The June-to-July decrease 
was a minimal 0.24 per cent. 

Reilly noted that the July 
excise tax revenues to the 
state were $66.37 million, 
down almost $5.2 million 
from July 1978.
